How Will History 


Remember Ford? 


WASHINGTON - During the 
campaign the White House is­ 
sued an 81-page review of what 
it considered to be the major 
accomplishments 
of 
Gerald 
Ford’s two years in office. It 
was not greatly impressive. The 
President hadn’t had time to 
shake 
the 
world, 
it 
was« 
explained, "but watch him in 
the next four years.” 


There will not of course be 
four more years for Jerry Ford. 
Hence the contents of his 81- 
page review will have to stand 
as the complete story of his ad­ 
ministration. 
The campaign 
booklet will be shelved along­ 
side the legacies of other 
presidents, where, inevitably, 
history rather than voters will 
draw final conclusions. 


How will the President com­ 
pare to his 37 predecessors? 
Even from this close distance in 
time It seems clear he will not 
rank with the legends. Ford has 
not 
been 
a 
Lincoln. 
Most 
probably he’ll be remembered 
as (1) 
the first appointed 
president. (2) the man who 
replaced and pardoned Richard 
Nixon, and, after this, for very 
little. 


He will not likely become a 
historic pun, as is Millard Fill- 
more, "the first president to 
have an iron cookstove in the 
White House.” Nor will he be 
leveled to the likes of Chet/er A. 
Arthur, whose administration 
was so lacking in substance that 
though the president seldom 
rose before 9:30 each morning 
neither did he miss much. 


And certainly Ford’s image 
will 
forever 
remain 
more 
interesting than that of, say Van 
Buren, or Tyler, or Pierce, or 
Buchanan. These men served 
before the recording of history 
was relentlessly and awesomely 
efficient. Ford will live on, for 
better or worse, by virtue of the 
billions of words and pho­ 
tographs describing his time. 


Still, alongside the heritage of 
Jefferson, or that of either 
Roosevelt, if is fair to guess Mr. 


Ford will be little more than an 
accidental asterisk. And only 
the charitable will insist fhis is 
because he had so little time. 
Hie sounder explanation may 
be that he did not use what time 
he 
had 
more 
wisely 
and 
productively. 


Ford took office with an op­ 
portunity granted 
no other 
leader in American history, that 
of owing virtually no one for his 
good fortune. He did not have 
political debts to pay. He aid 
not rise with the help of special 
interests. He did not even have 
a constituency to pander to, ac­ 
tually, since he was unelected. 
And yet he has been unable to 
take an advantage which would 
distinguish his reign. 


Nowhere has this failure been 
more apparent than regards the 
nation's energy dilemma. When 
Ford 
was 
inaugurated 
he 
deplored America’s reliance on 
foreign sources for what was 
about 25 per cent of its oil. Now 
the nation imports more than 40 
percent of its petroleum, at a 
cost ($35 billion) that has 
doubled since the Ford ap­ 
pointment. 


The President has continued 
to 
complain 
about 
energy 
problems. But not so the nation 
has been moved, or provoked, 
or shoved, into responding. Coal 
production is flat, national gas 
flow continues in a steady 
decline, the domestic output of 
oil is at the lowest point in 10 
years. And after two years in 
office the administration con­ 
cedes that “our vulnerability to 
another oil embargo is very 
serious.’’ 


He has been decent — his 
swine flu decision, however 
controversial, was his finest 
and 
most 
compassionate 
moment. He has also been 
honest. And, in his way, he has 
subscribed to Gandhi’s defini­ 
tion of authority; "President 
means the chief servant.” But 
he has not made any difference, 
and that is what the textbooks 
may record. 


Secret Service 


Is On The Job 


WASHINGTON - Secretary 
of State Henry Kissinger lives 
just around the corner from me, 
in a stately Federal period 
townhouse distinguished by the 
permanent presence of two men 
in trench coats standing on its 
small stoop. 


There is no place for the 
Secret Service men to hide, 
regardless of the weather, so 
they just stand there patiently, 
ignoring the comments of pas- 
sersby. A car harboring addi­ 
tional agents is also parked at 
the curb when Kissinger is at 
home. 


For the final two weeks of the 
presidential campaign, there 
were almost more Secret Ser­ 
vice agents in my neighborhood 
than residents. Two men in 
trench coats also stood in front 
of Eugene McCarthy’s house, 
which is a half-block away in the 
opposite direction from Kis­ 
singer’s abode. 


McCarthy was given protec­ 
tion during that brief period 
because the congressional com­ 
mittee in charge of determining 
which presidential candidates 
should be guarded suddenly 
decided his role might be pivo­ 
tal in some key states and 
therefore elevated him to the 
status of a serious contender. 


This is not to complain about 
being overridden by Secret Ser­ 
vice agents. Actually it has its 
benefits. It definitely tends to 
keep down crime in the neigh­ 
borhood. 


The role of the Secret Service 
has expanded dram atically in 
recent years. Prior to t<ie as­ 
sassination of President John 
Kenney, the agency protected 
only incumbent presidents and 
their immediate families, and 
former presidents for a period 
of six months after their leaving 
office. 


Now 
the 
Secret 
Service 
guards 19 people on a per­ 
manent basis. In addition to 
President Ford and his family, 
the list includes Kissinger, 
Secretary of Treasury William 
Simon, 
three 
presidential 
widows (until they rem arry, 
which 
has 
eliminated 
Jacqueline Kennedy from the 
roster), the vice president and 
his family, and Richard Nixon. 


All former presidents now have 
the protection for their lifetime. 


During presidential campaign 
years, the list escalates to 
include all major presidential 
candidates. That practice was 
started after the murder of Sen. 
Robert Kennedy during the 1968 
campaign. 


This year, protection was ex­ 
tended to presidential can­ 
didates who qualified as serious 
contenders under a formula 
mostly based on whether they 
merited 
Federal 
matching 
funds. Thirteen candidates ac­ 
cepted Secret Service protection 
during the primaries, including 
McCarthy; two others, form er 
North Carolina Gov. Terry San­ 
ford and California Gov. Jerry 
Brown, qualified but declined. 


There 
were 
so 
many 
presidential candidates in the 
primaries that all 1,650 Secret 
Service agents were involved at 
one time or another, agency 
spokesmen say. 


In 
addition, 
wives 
of 
presidential and vice-presiden- 
Ual nominees were protected for 
the first time this year under a 
new law passed at the urging of 
Jimmy Carter, who pointed out 
that his wife campaigned alone 
a great deal of the time, not 
simply at his side as wives used 
to do. 


The agency also protecys 
major visiting foreign digni­ 
taries, a chore which used to be 
handled by the State Depart­ 
ment. On any given day, it could 
be protecting as many as 30 
people. 


The Secret Service budget 
this year was roughly $100 
million. 
Officials 
will 
not 
disclose how much money went 
for which individual’s safety. 
Five million had been ear­ 
marked for the presidential 
candidates, but the final bill is 
expected to be much higher 
because the agency originally 
underestimated thd length of’ 
the campaign and the glut of 
candidates.

Old Kitchen Ware Is Hobby

' Mrs. Frank (Beverly) Linn 
•says it seems ironic that she 
should be collecting old kitchen 
ware since she has always spent 


'as little time as possible in the 


_ kitchen except when necessary. 
" In 1965, she inadvertently 
acquired tour old rusty kitchen 
forks in a bin she bid on at an 
auction, thus beginning her 
hobby. 
-While visiting a friend, Mts. 


. Linn said she noticed a collet 


-tion'of old kitchen forks hanging 
~m the kitchen wall. She liked 
the display and decided to do 
'the same. 
: While cleaning the forks, Mrs. 
fjnn injured herself and had to 
have a tetanus shot. "Little did 
;I know at the time, how many 
•future injuries for which the te- 
tanus shot would protect me." 
; Eleven years later, her 
collection has grown. Many of 
the gadgets are displayed in the 
Linn home, covering almost one 
complete wall. 
; Mrs. Linn said her husband 
refers to the old kitchen ware as 
"Beverly's Tetanus Collection" 


and her children refer to It as 
"the wall" or "Mom's junk." 


"My interest in old kitchen 


implements has been accepted 
by my family as a harmless 
idiosyncrasy." 


Kitchenware is made from a 


number of materials including 
wood, various metals, pottery, 
porcelain and glass. Much of 
Mrs. Linn's collection consists 
of tin, iron and wooden utensils. 


Tin is a metal almost as white 


and lustrous as silver, but 
inferior. According to Mrs. 
Linn, tinware is misnamed. 
Tinplate would be more ac- 
curate or "tole ware" which 
comes from the French word 
"tole" meaning sheet iron, for it 
consists of sheets of iron or 
steel, plated with tin. Unpainted 
tinware was referred to as 
"poor man's silver." 


There are two kinds of iron — 


cast and wrought, she said. Cast 
iron Is hard and brittle and' 
readily fusible, but cannot be 
forged or welded. It is easy and 
cheap to produce and because 
they are no longer being made, 
old articles of cast iron are con- 
sidered quite valuable. 


HOUSEHOLD GADGETS: Items in Mrs. Linn's 
collection include wooden rolling pins, which have 
changed little in shape over the years; "hog- 
scrapper" candle-holder, which farmers also used to 
scrape bristles from hogs; choppers, one of the more 
essential implements; mashers, which have been used 
in food preparation for centuries, and soap shavers 
and savers, an economical way of using up leftover 
pieces of soap. (Staff photos) 


Wrought iron by comparison 


is soft and can be forged or 
welded. It is tough and resists 
corrosion. 


Woodenware, 
- sometimes 


called treen, was used in many 
households in rural and newly 
settled areas far into the. 19th 
century. Ttecn is the ancient 
plural of tree. 


Mrs. Linn said the 19th cen- 


tury is the period providing the 
bulk of most kitchen ware for 
collections, it is possible collec- 
tors will find items of the late 
l?th and 18th centuries, but they 
. will be rare. 


After the beginning of the in- 


dustrial revolution which start- 
ed at the close of the 18th cen- 
tury, the advent of railways and 
steamships and new develop- 
ments in food preservation and 
refrigeration, there was a sud- 
den increase in various kinds of 
foods. 


With this development, there 


was also an equally profuse 
explosion of new gadgets and 
utensils in Victorian times. 
Mass manufacturing meant 
cheap prices and mass food 
production meant hundreds of 
new processes and foods, each 
needing 
equipment 
and 


implements. 


Mrs. Linn said her collection 


consists mostly of simple 
kitchen 
and 
household 


implements 
and 
gadgets. 


"Many of these simple utensils 
have been in use for hundreds of. 
years and can still be found in 
modern kitchens, though, of 
course, the materials trom 
which they are made have 
changed slightly." 


Mrs. Linn commented on 


various items in her collection. 


— Ordinary wooden rolling 


pins have changed little in 
shape over a long period of 
lime. There were also porcelain 
and glass rolling pins that could 
be filled with cold water to give 
added weight and to keep the 
pastry cool. 


— The tin "hog-scraper" 


candkholdcr was common dur- 
ing the 18th century. The 
candleholder had a round base 
with a sharp edge. Clever 
farmers 
grasped 
the 


candleholder by its shaft and 
used the sharp edge to scrape 
the bristles from 
hogs at 


butchering time. The euge was 
^sharpened as necessary. 


— Choppers were one of the 


imost essential implements. 
They are also called mincing 
knives or mincers. 


— Nutmeg graters were es- 


pecially popular in the I8lh 
century. They were kept in 
decorative boxes and carried in 
the pocket while traveling or 
visiting so they could flavor 
beverages. 


— Mashers have, been used for 


the preparation of food for cen- 
turies. The 18th century kitchen 
had huge mashers to prepare 
cabbage for sauerkraut, smaller 
ones for mashing potatoes and 
vegetables and very small ones 
for mashing, grinding and pow- 


dering spices and herbs. 


— Toddy sticks were often 


confused with small mashers. 
The little sticks were used for 
stirring and crushing the sugar 
and lemon in the beverage 
called toddy. 


— The corkscrew probably 


originated in about the 16th 
century with more elaborate 
ones being made in the 18th 
century. 


— Apple corers and scoops 


were initially intended to help 
those without teeth eat raw ap-

There are two kinds of iron — 
cast and wrought, she said. Cast 
iron is hard and brittle and 
readily fusible, but cannot be 
forged or welded. It is easy and 
cheap to produce and because 
they are no longer being made, 
old articles of cast iron are con­ 
sidered quite valuable. 


Wrought iron by comparison 
is soft and can be forged or 
welded. It is tough and resists 
corrosion. 
Woodenware, 
sometimes 
calk'd treen, was used in many 
households in rural and newly 
settled areas far into the 19th 
century. Treen is the ancient 
plural of tree. 
Mrs. Linn said the 19th cen­ 
tury’ is the period providing the 
bulk of most kitchen ware for 
collections. It is possible collec­ 
tors will find items of the late 
17th and 18th centuries, but they 
will be rare. 
After the beginning of the in­ 
dustrial revolution which start­ 
l'd at the close of the 18th cen­ 
tury’, the advent of railways and 
steamships and new develop­ 
ments in food preservation and 
refrigeration, there was a sud­ 
den increase in various kinds of 
foods.

Thomas G. Kavanagh, 59, has 
been unanimously re-elected to 
serve as chief justice of the 
Michigan Supreme Court for the 
next two years. 


Kavanagh, who won re-elec- 


tion to the court in November 
despite the Democratic party's 


refusal to nominate him, was 
re-elected chief justice Tuesday 
by the six other justices on the 
bench. 


Appointed deputy chief justice 


by Kavanagh was Justice John 
W. Fitzgerald, also a Democrat. 
That position was not filled in 
B75-76. 


The chief justice is primarily 


tbe official representative of the 
Supreme Court and the ad- 
ministrator of all state courts. 


Kavanagh said in November if 


re-elected chief justice, he 
would pursue legislation to 
decriminalize prostitution, por- 
nography and marijuana as a 
way to unclog the criminal jus- 
tice system in Michigan. He 
said he would also like to see 
other 
minor 
proceedings 


removed from the jurisdiction 
ofthe courts. 


Removal of Supreme Court 


justice selection from the poli- 
tical arena also is one of 
Kavanagh's priorities, although 
in November he said he had no 
specific plans for accomplishing 
that goal. 


Kavanagh was dumped by the 


Democratic party at its state 
convention 
last 
August. 


Democrats grumbled that he 
refused to campaign for other 
Democratic Supreme Court jus- 
tices. They also said his 


' opinions went against the 


party's philosophy, and his 
stand on reapportionntent would 
not help Democrats gain House 
and Senate seats when legisla- 
tive districts are redrawn in the 
early 1980s.

The suit was filed Tuesday in 
U.S. District Court here by 
Walter Bergman, 77, and his 
73-year-old wife, Frances, of 
Grand Rapids. It names three 
top FBI officials, including 
Kelley, who was an FBI field 
agent in the South at the time of 
the 1961 beating. 


The suit claims Gary Thomas 
Rowe, an FBI informer who in­ 
filtrated the Ku Klux Klan. gave 
agents three weeks' advance 
warning that Klan members 
would 
attack 
civil 
rights 
demonstrators 
in 
Anniston, 
Ala., but the FBI did nothing to 
stop the attack, the suit says. 


The suit claims Rowe told 
then-FBI 
associate 
director 
Thomas .1. Jenkins on April 20. 
1961 of the Klan plans. On May 
14. according to the suit, Berg­ 
man suffered a beating that 
later

life. 


Rowe first made his claims a 
year ago before the Senate

The suit 
further claims Kelley and other 
FBI agents conspired to keep 
the warnings of violence to 
themselves without notifying 
their superiors in the Justice 
Department.

He said the legislature failed to define 
adequately what "willful" meant. Rostash's views were outlined 
in a letter last week to Keith Molin, director of the Michigan 
Department of Labor. Aides said Molin was reviewing Rostash's 
latest letter to see if the slate attorney general's office should be 
asked to appeal it. Last June, Rostash refused a state request to 
prosecute Detroit Edison. The prosecutor contended the dead 
employes were not employed by Edison, although an Edison winch 
apparently malfunctioned in the mishap. Rostash declined to issue 
warrants against William Ferrell, Inc., of Toledo, contractors on 
the project which involved repairing the inside of a giant 
smokestack.

WASHINGTON, D.C. — Harry Willis Miller, a Seventh-day Ad­ 
ventist missionary doctor known to generations of Asians and 
Americans as the “ China Doctor,” died Saturday, Jan. 1., at 
Riverside, Calif., according to a church spokesman here. He was 97. 
Dr. Miller reportedly suffered a heart attack on his way to 
Seventh-day Adventist morning church services, the spokesman 
said-

The church spokesman said 
Dr. Miller was also famous in 
the Orient for his skill as a 
thyroid surgeon and was a 
pioneer in developing a soybean 
milk to feed malnourished 
Chinese children in areas where 
cow’s milk was unavilable. 


He spent some 38 years in 
China and the Orient, before 
returning permanently to the 
United States in 1974. 


During 
those 
years, 
he 
operated clinics and founded a 
missionary college, sanitariums 
and hospitals. 


Just two months prior to his 
return from Hong Kong to this 
country in 1974, he performed 
his last surgery, at the age of 95. 


By Dr. 
Miller’s own es­ 
timates, according to the church 
spokesman, 
the 
missionary 
doctor performed 6,000 thyroid 
operations and about 30,000 
general operations during the 
span of his 70-year career in 
medicine. 


Dr. 
Miller 
received 
an 
honorary doctor of laws degree 
from Andrews university at 
Berrien Springs, Mich., in June, 
1970. 


Born in Ludlow Falls, Ohio, in 
1879, Dr. Miller received his 
medical degree from American 
Medical Missionary college in 
1902. The following year he was 
sent by the Seventh-day Adven­ 
tist church as one of its first 
missionaries to China. He went 
first to the small town of Hsint- 
sai in Honan province. 


Living in the shadow of the 
Boxer Rebellion, when many 
foreign 
missionaries 
were 
killed, Dr. Miller and his wife, 
Ethel, dressed as Chinese and 
gained the respect of rich and 
poor alike. 


The first Mrs. Miller died in 
China less than two years after 
their arrival, but the Doctor 
remained to establish the first 
Adventist publishing work in 
China. 


The doctor is survived by his 
wife, the former Mary Greer, 
and four children by his first 
marriage.

Miss Criffeld said when she 
arrived at the house she had 
gone to the door leading from 
the garage into the houne but 
couldn't open it. She said she 
then checked the mailbox and 
found four days or mail in the 
box.

a window from 
a neighbor, 
Mrs. Clara Worvey, who had 
come out to tell her she hadn't 
seen Mrs. Ruple for days. 


She said she saw the ehair 
and a knife when she looked in 
and knew something had hap­ 
pened. 


Mary Kingsbury, Mrs. Wor- 
vcy's daughter, who had joined 
the two at the house, said they 
broke into the house and found 
it ransacked. She said she and 
Miss Criffeld were in the house 
while her mother went into the 
garage where she heard noises 
from inside the trunk.

Kingsbury 
said

mother yelled to them. 


Miss Criffeld said the first 
thing Mrs. Ruple asked 
after 
the trunk was opened was how 
her dog 'Peggy” was. The dog 
was 
still 
in 
the 
house, 
unharmed. 


Mrs. Ruple told us the thief 
had come to the baek door 
asking for somebody else and 
then forced his way inside, 
Miss Criffeld said. She said he 
told her to get on the floor and 
then tied her up, according to 
her niece.

Niles police estim ated the 
man was in the house about 45 
minutes.

When forced into the trunk. 
Mrs. Ruple was wearing only a 
dress. She battled the cold by 
wrapping her self herself in a 
blanket. 


Police said their investiga­ 
tion into the case was continu­ 
ing but that no one had been 
arrested yet. A report from the 
state police crime laboratory 
was being awaited, offieers 
said, so the investigation could 
l)e pressed.

Public Building 
Plea Ruled Out 


Berrien Fifth District Judge 
Hugh Black ruled Tuesday that 
a building financed by govern­ 
mental 
sale 
of 
industrial 
revenue bonds is not a public 
building. 


Black's ruling was in the 
preliminary 
examination 
of 
Cecil E. Thompson, indicted by 
the Berrien county citizens’ 
grand jury on a charge of 
violating the Michigan building 
contract fund act — failure to 
pay subcontractors for an addi­ 
tion at a New Troy manufactur­ 
ing plant. 


Thompson’s attorneys, Paul 
Taglia and William Lagoni, ar- 
gued that the bond issue for ex- 
pansion at Stanley Knight Corp. 
was sponsored 
by 
Berrien 
county, making it a public 
building, and therefore not 
covered under the building con­ 
tract fund act. 


Black held it was a private 
project and the county only got 
involved 
to 
promote 
employment. He also ruled the 
alleged offense occurred before 
sale of the bonds and ‘‘if the 
county was involved, it was in a 
tangential manner.”

Seventh-Best Year 


DETROIT (AP) — U.S. car production during 1970 was up 20.5 
per cent from the year before, for the seventh-best output year in 
industry liistory. the nation's automakers reported. The industry 
statistical service. Ward’s Automotive Reports, said domestic car 
production totaled 8,492,843 units, compared to 0.713,722 for 1975 
— the best performance since 1973. Only American Motors Corp. 
showed a drop in production since 1975. The small-car specialist 
built 213.000 cars in 197«. a drop of 34 per cent from the 323,704 of 
1975. The biggest increase. 47.7 per cent, came at Chrysler Corp. 
General Motors production was up 33 per cent. Ford Motor Co. 
output for the year was up 13.0 per cent despite the 28-day 
shutdown by a United Auto Workers strike last fall. GM claimed 
a 57.0 per cent chunk of the total 1970 output, up nearlj four 
percentage points from the year before. 


Looking For Sabotage 


ROSEVILLE. Mich. (AP) — Acting on a tip from Roseville 
police, federal aviation inspectors arc looking for evidence of 
possible sabotage in the light plane crash that killed two men Dec. 
29 in rural Macomb County. Roseville police said thev asked the 
FAA to check for evidence of sabotage after learning of possible 
death threats against the plane’s pilot. Jack Rukes Employes at 
Highway Auto Parts in Roseville, where Rukes was part owner, 
told police the man had been threatened after he helped Roseville 
officers make an arrest in August. An FAA official Tuesday said 
the two engines of the Cessna 411 are being examined in Mobile, 
Ala. Rukes. 44, and 24-year-old Rick Padot. owner of American 
Towing Co. in Utica, were killed in the crash..

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Moeller Hopes To End Talent Drain From Illinois 


ANN ARBOR, Mich. (AP) — Gary Moeller's allegiance to 
Michigan's football team ended over the weekend. 


His loyalty to Illinois will be christened next September when 
the Big Ten season opens. 


In the meantime, he hopes to stop the drain of Illinois high 
school grid talent from the state. 


Moeller was defensive coordinator and top assistant for Coach 
Bo Schembechler’s Wolverines at their Rose Bowl loss, 14-6, Jan. 
1 to Southern California. 


He plans to hold his first staff meeting Wednesday as new head 
coach at Illinois — whose opponent for the conference opener next 
season just happens to be Michigan. 


“I believe the people of Illinois, including the Chicago area, have 
state loyalties,” he said, “ It’s got to carry over to the kids.” 


As far as recruiting the top Illinois prep players goes, Moeller 
believes “we have as good an opportunity as anyone in the country. 
Our staff has to be able to convince people that we can win.” 


He has hired all but one assistant. Those already announced to 
his staff are Bob Sutton, Terry Lewis, Rick Venturi. Glen Mason, 


Norm Parker and Bruce Hoffman. 


Moeller said he has chosen one final aide but would announce the 
pick later. He said most likely Sutton would be his top assistant. 
Sutton and Lewis left the staff of former Michigan assistant Elliot 
L’zelac at Western Michigan. They’ll be Moeller’s defensive coor­ 
dinator and offensive line coaches respectively, he said. 


He tabbed Venturi, formerly of Purdue, to work with defensive 
backs; Mason (of Iowa State) to also work with the offensive line; 
Parker (Minnesota) to handle the defensive line or outside 
linebackers; and Hoffman (Illinois) as receivers coach. 


“I haven't been in any homes, but I’ve had a lot of contact,” 
Moeller said of his recruiting efforts. “This week will be a short 
one, but the following two weeks I’d like to get to a lot of homes.” 


Moeller, 36, accepted the Illinois job a month ago, replacing 
fired Bob Blackman. He received permission from Illinois and 
Michigan to remain with the Wolverines as they prepared to take 
on Southern Cal in the Rose Bowl. 


Moeller said he has reported the names of the players he has 


tried to recruit for Michigan to the Wolverines. He said he will try 
to give his new pitch to some of those players in an effort to have 
them attend Illinois. 


“ I want to go into Michigan,” he said, “ but ... I’m only going 
after a couple kids in Michigan and northeast Ohio. My intention 
was to make them (Wolverines coaches) aware of the players and 
then make my bid.” 


Moeller, who has a five-year contract with Illinois, said it was 
“harder to break away” from Michigan than he exected because 
“you get close to the players.” 


Moeller joined Schembechler’s staff at Miami of Ohio in 1967 
and moved to Michigan with him after the 1967 season. 


Moeller, who has never been associated with a losing team, was 
a lineman at Lima High School in Ohio. He was a center and 
linebacker at Ohio State and was on the 1961 Big Ten cham­ 
pionship team. He was the Buckeyes’ captain in 1962. 


In 1963, Moeller played with the Grand Rapids Blazers semi-pro 
football team while teaching at Grand Rapids’ Union High. In 1964 


he became assistant coach at Bellefontaine High in Ohio. He was 
head coach the next two years and the team won two league titles. 


Moeller said he turned down several job offers in recent years 
because he was waiting for the chance to coach a Big Ten team. 


“ I was waiting for a school like this and second guessing 
myself,” he said. “ I was going to try two more years (at 
Michigan) and then go wherever I could be a head coach.” 


The slow recruiting start doesn’t seem to concern Moeller much. 
“When Bo went up there (to Ann Arbor) it was Jan. 10,” he said. 
“He had done no previous recruiting (and did well). So I don’t feel 
I'm in terrible, terrible shape.” 


“We’ve got to be able to recruit nationally,” Moeller added, “ but 
the majority of our players will have to come out of Illinois — all 
over Illinois. But you think a lot about Chicago. We’ve also got to 
do big in St. Louis and Indianapolis and the Quad Cities of Iowa.

LOS ANGELES (AP) — Sunday’s Super Bowl m ight well 
stack up as a scenario from an old W estern movie on the late, 
late show. No Hollywood script w riter could dream up a better 
plot. 


There's Eran Tarkenton, the M innesota quarterback. He's 
the grizzled gun-hand still looking for the man with a faster 
draw. But he's getting up in years as football sharpshooters go 
— just short of his 37th birthday — and the guys in the saloon 
wonder how Ins nerves and skills have weathered the ravages 
of time. 


lx‘t Henry Eonda play the part. 
Then there's this young buck who just blew into town itching 
for a fight. Quarterback Ken Stabler of the Oakland Raiders, 
strong and quick, rambunctious, with the brass and boldness 
of a stage coach bandit. 


Give Clint Eastwood a month’s growth of beard, pull him out 
of the spaghetti westerns and let him wear Oakland jersey No. 
12. 


The old guy is the town legend. Every passing record in pro 
football has fallen to his smoking gun. Covering 16 years, he 
has gone eyeball-to-eyeball with the best — Johnny Unitas, 
Bart Starr. Roger Staubach and Joe Namath — and walked 
away each time intact. 


Through it all, he has remained untouched by scandal or 
controversy. He is football's gentleman destroyer. 


The tough kid is impressed but unawed. His theory is that 
records were made to be broken. 


“Tarkenton has been great,’’ Stabler says. “ But when I take 
the field I think there’s no better quarterback in the world. I 
want to prove it by winning the Super Bowl.” 


Tarkenton 
is clean-cut, 
close-shaven, 
unpretentious, 
moderately reserved. Stabler flaunts a sinister grow th of 
shaggy beard, exudes confidence and acts like a restless 
w rangler anxious to get inside the joint and sta rt busting 
mirrors. 


The contrast carries over to the two team s they represent, 
the National Football League survivors who m eet in the 
game’s great extravaganza. 


Bud Grant, the Minnesota coach, could be the town m arshal. 
He is a strict law-and-order man — a stickler for discipline 
and decorum. His crewcut gray hair stabs like porcupine 
quills into the air. His steel blue eyes could melt an anvil. 


The Vikings pride themselves on their conservative stance. 
They tuck their shirts into their pants, wear jackets and ties to 
dinner and would rather die than be caught picking up the 
wrong fork. They are determined to defend the town against 
the "row dies’’. 


The “ rowdies” are the Raiders. Their trail boss, or coach, is 
John Madden, a massive man with lusty tastes. He speaks 
with a raunchy tongue. His shirt tail is always hanging out. He 
looks as if he could kill a keg of beer with a single swallow. 


He presides over a team of renegades. One third of the squad 
is made up of castoffs from other team s. They play the game 
with gusto — a free and unfettered spirit — and they play 
rough.

Worker's Compensation Appeal 
Board to determine whether 
poor vision in Edward Ilakala's 
fcfl eye left him so disabled 
that he has a difficult time 
obtaining a job. 


Hakala lost his right hand 


and parts of fingers of his left 
hand in a work-related accident 
at Burroughs Corp. in 1962. 
The company voluntarily paid 
worker's comp benefits for 
those injuries. 


But in 1%S he filed 
fur 


"second .injury" 
benefils, 


claiming that when tic injured 
his hands he already had a 
"permanent disability in the 
form of the loss of an eye." If 
he qualified, he could collect 
more money under the "second 


injury" law. uhich was enacted 
to encourage employers to hire 
handicapped persons. 
. Under stale law. the "loss uf 
an eye" means the loss of at 
k-ast 80 per cent of vision In 
that eye. But the law does not 
specify whether a person's 
vision should be tested with or 
without glasses. 


The Supreme Court ruled the 


Worker's Compensation Appeal 
Board had erred in denying 
llakala benefits because his 
vision was near normal with 
glasses. That was the standard 
used by the appeal board for 
years, chairman Michael Gill- 
man said. 


The court said the legisla- 


ture's intent in providing fur 
"second injury" benefits is to 
lielp the handicapped get and 
keep jobs. Thus, the appeal 
board must decide if Ilakala's 
vision made him "permanently 
disabled" in the intent of the 
law, it said. 


Under the system, a person 


missing an eye, hand, fool, 
arm or log who is hired by a 
company but then loses another 
eye or limb in a work-related 
injury is eligible for the wewid 
injury benefils. along with 
normal workers coinu benefits. 


Tlie employer pays only a 


portion irf the benefits. The 
state's Second Injury Fund 
pays most of the benefits, cas- 
ing the burden on an employer. 


Without the system, law- 


makers had said, employers 
might In' hesitant to hire han- 
dicapped persons. 


The court was unable to 


reach a majority decision in 
1974 when it first reviewed the 
case. On Hakala's request, it 
rminsirtored the situation.

Instead, the court told the 
Worker's Compensation Appeal 
Board to determine whether 
jMK>r vision in Edward Hakala's 
left eye left him so disabled 
that he has a difficult time 
obtaining a job. 


Hakala lost his right hand 
and parts of fingers of his left 
hand in a work-related accident 
at Burroughs Corp. in 19H2. 
The company voluntarily paid 
worker’s comp benefits for 
those* injuries. 


But 
in 
19HK he filed for 
“second 
injury” 
benefits, 
claiming that when he injured 
his hands he already had a 
“ permanent disability in the 
form of the loss of an eye.” If 
he qualified, he could collect 
more money under the "second 


injury" law , which was enacted 
to encourage employers to hire 
handicapped persons 


Under state law, the “ loss of 
an eye" means the loss of ;n 
least 80 |**r cent of vision in 
that eye But the law does not 
specify whether a 
person's 
vision should be tested with or 
without glasses. 


The Supreme Court rul«*d the 
Worker’s Comi>ensation Appeal 
Board had erred in denying 
Hakala benefits because Ins 
vision was near normal with 
glasses. That was the standard 
us«*d by the apfieal board for 
years, chairman Michael Gill- 
man said. 


The court said the legisla­ 
ture’s intent in providing for 
“second injury" benefits is to 
lielp the handicapptHl get and 
keep jobs. Thus, the appeal 
Itoard must decide if Hakala's 
vision made him “permanently 
disabled" in the intent of the 
law, it said. 


Under the system, a person 


missing an eye. hand, foot, 
arm or leg who is hired by a 
company but then loses another 
eye or limb in a work-related 
injury is eligible for the second 
njury benefits, 
along with 
normal workers comp benefits. 


The employer pays only a 
portion of the benefits. The 
state s Second Injury Fund 
pays most of the benefits, eas­ 
ing the burden on an employer. 


Without 
the system, 
law­ 
makers had said, employers 
might be hesitant to hire hart- 
dicapped persons 


The court was unable to 
reach a majority decision in 
1974 when it first reviewed the 
case On Hakala's request, it 
reconsidered the situation

A. In the majority of cases, 


investors turning to bonds do so 
for-the current income. They 
are retired, generally, in need 
of the most income they can get 
— now — from bonds carrying, 
let's say, a triple A or double A 
rating. In such cases, current 
Interest yield is of prime im- 
portance. That figure is ob- 
tained by simply dividing the 
annual dollar amount of interest 
received by the current price of 
the bond. A bond paying $75 
interest annually on each $1,000 
face amount and currently 
selling at $1,000 yields 71$ per 
cent current. If a bond paying 
$75 a year sells at 93>4 ($932.50) 
it offers a current yield of 8.04 
per cent (75 divided by $932.50). 
And, if it is due in 1988 (when It 
will be paid off at $1,000) the 
yield to maturity is 8.42 per 
cent That figure Is obtained by 
pro-rating the advance from a 
market price of 93"^ to 100 over 
the years the bond has to run to 
maturity and adding that gain 
In the current yield. If the bond 
sells at a premium, the pro- 
rated drop in price to 100 is 
subtracted from the current 
yield. 


The determination of current 


yield is simple: you merely 
divide the annual amount of 
interest in dollars by the 
current price of the bond. The 
yield to maturity is a far more 
complicated reckoning and, in 
fact, is most often obtained by 
professionals from an interest 
rate manual. 


To sum up:.If you buy bonds 


for income now — which is what 
most people do — look to the 
current yield figure as your 
guide. If you are content to lake 
a tower current yield, and the 
balance in the form of a capital 
gain at maturity (which will be 
taxed at lower rales) then give 
more consideration to the yield 
to maturity.

It was a full decade ago, in the midst of our cities' 


disastrous riots, that the National Commission on 
Civil Disorders (the "Riot Commissioc") declared 
that among the riots' underlying causes was hard- 
core consumer fraud. Has this explosive problem 
been solved? 
turn wUI coax still others to go 
in. etc. Finally, the bubble 
bursts and most victims lose 
their shirts. The U.S. Senate has 
passed stiff criminal legislation 
to outlaw- pyramid frauds, but 
Ihe House has never acted and 


• 
the ripoffs continue. 


— Land sales'frauds, which 


bilk consumers who couldn't 
afford to buy the land in the first 
place. 


—j "Empty" warranties made 


by firms which don't bother to 
fulfill their pledges to fix the 
products they make. 


Of course, one answer is ad- 


ditional FTC action, says 
Givens. But greater use of the 
mail fraud statute is another 
solution. Most of you may not 
know that use of the malls In 
any way as part of a fraudulent 
scheme can trigger a five-year 
federal jail term. 


For instance, in one case, a 


team of salesmen told small 
homeowners their ~ furnaces 
were about to blow up and en- 
danger the lives of their 
children. Victims bought new 
furnaces they didn't need in 
response to this pitch. Perhaps 
aware of the mail fraud statute, 
the firm sent no letters wha- 
tever to the victims. They did, 
though, sell the consumers' 
contracts to a bank which, 
mailed payment books to the 
customers. This mailing was 
held to be essential to the fraud, 
because without it, the stream 
of credit necessary to the 
operation would have dried up. 
Result: jail'terms for the parties 
hekl responsible. 


The clout of the mail fraud 


statute could be made much 
more powerful if the Consumer 
Fraud Units now working in a 
few metropolitan areas were 
extended nationwide. 


Specific 
reforms 
in 
the 


federal criminal law could be of 
enormous value present 91,000 
maximum for mail fraud. In- 
junctions could be obtained 
against 
fraudulent conduct- 


without waiting for a criminal 
verdict, not now authorized by 
the mail fraud law. Coverage 
could be extended to any ins- 
trumentality of interstate com- 
merce as well as the mails lo 
attack the expanding areas of 
computer crime. 


Fraud hurts legitimate en- 


terprise as well as the racke- 
teers, leads to demands for 
more drastic regulations than 
would'otherwise be needed — 
and both businesses and con- 
sumer groups 'favor these 
reforms. Perhaps, then, 10 
years after the Riot Commis- 
sion, there will really be 
movement toward solving this 
explosive problem of bard-core 
fraud. 


"No! 
There 
has 
been 


progress," says Richard A. 
Givens, New York regional 
director of the Federal Trade 
Commission. But: 


The disadvantage, who are 


hit worse by fraud, tend to 
complain the least: 


It's expensive to pursue the 


crooks, particularly small fly- 
by-night operators who rip off 
their victims and then disap- 
pear. 


Among the deceptions arc: 
— Sales of defective furniture, 


followed by failure to fix the 
products 
and often 
harsh 


collection actions against vie 
tine who don't pay. 


— Sales of defective carpel- 


Ing, followed by an "indepen- 
dent" test when the consumer 
complains, by a testing lab ac- 
tually under control of the seller 
(a practice now involved In FTC 
action). 


— Such collection tactics as 


threatening to send the victim to 
jail if payment isn't made, or 
putting a "For Sale" sign in 
front of the*lawn of a small 
homeowner. 


— Pyramid distributorship 


schemes, under which you're 
supposed to make money by 
coaxing others to buy into the

Q. About 10 years age I 
bought a long list of utility 
preferreds which I am now 
concerned 
about 
because 
pn*ferreds do not have a ma­ 
turity date. At that time I 
thought they were underpriced 
but they have since gone down. 
They represent about 10 per 
cent of total Investments. 


A. You’re correct, of course. 
Preferreds do not have a ma­ 
turity date. They are considered 
to be part of a company’s per­ 
manent capital unless the issu­ 
ing corporation exercises its 
right (in most cases) to redeem 
them at a fixed price. However, 
I don’t see why the lack of a 
maturity date should Ixrther you 
now. The non-maturity feature 
was there when you first in- 
v(‘st(,d. And I don’t think you 
can count too much on the 
shares licing redt“omed unless 
interest rates fall by substantial 
amounts. 
Your list is comprised mostly 
of goml to top quality utilities. 
In every case the dividends are 
well covered by earnings. You 
bought them for the income 
they promised — and you are 
getting that income. 
The fact that the issues 
declined in market price has 
nothing to do with the': safety 
or 
desirability 
as 
income 
sources. Interest rates went up 
— so market prices on fixed 
dividend securities went down. 
It s as simple as that. I see no 
reason for concern. 
By coincidence, on the day 
your letter arrived, a list of 
discount 
preferreds arrived 
from the brokerage firm of 
Wayne Hummer & Co. Yields 
an> good — around 8 per cent 
and 1 letter. Most are selling at 
substantial discounts from par 
value.

Q. When you s u r e s t cor­ 
porate bonds fi>r >our generous 
income are you referring to 
yield to maturity or to current 
yield? The formula for yield to 
maturity is so complicated. I 
don’t see how the ordinarv 
investor can figure it. 


A. In the majority of cases, 
investors turning to bonds do so 
for the current income. They 
are retired, generally, in need 
of the most income they can get 
— now — from bonds carrying, 
let’s say, a triple A or double A 
rating. In such cases, current 
interest yield is of prime im­ 
portance. That figure is ob­ 
tained by simply dividing the 
annual dollar amount of interest 
received by the current price of 
the bond. A bond paying $75 
interest annually on each $l.(HHi 
face amount and currently 
selling at $1,(MN) yields Pfo per 
cent current. If a bond paying 
$75 a year sells at 93»/4 ($932.50) 
it offers a current yield of 8.04 
I*T cent (75 divide! by $932.50). 
And, if it is due in 1988 (when it 
will be paid off at $1.(HNI) the 
yield to maturity is 8.42 per 
cent. That figure is obtained by 
pro-rating the advance from a 
market price of 93,4 to 100 over 
the years the bond has to run to 
maturity and adding tha* gain 
to the current yield. If the bond 
sells at a premium, the pro­ 
rated drop in price to 100 is 
subtracted from the current 
yield. 
The determination of current 
yield is simple: you merely 
divide the annual amount of 
interest 
in dollars by the 
current price of the bond. The 
yield to maturity is a far more 
complicated reckoning and, 111 
fact, is most often obtained by 
professionals from an interest 
rate manual. 
To sum up: If you buy bonds 
for income now — which is what 
most people do — look to the* 
current yield figure as your 
guide. If you are content to take 
a lower current yield, and the 
balance in the form of a capital 
gain at maturity (which will be 
taxed at lower rates) then give 
more consideration to the yield 
to maturity.

Chicago

HARD CORE CONSUMER FRAUD 
It was a full decade ago, in the midst of our cities’ 
disastrous riots, that the National Commission on 
Civil Disorders (the “ Riot Commission” ) declared 
that among the riots’ underlying causes was hard­ 
core consumer fraud. Has this explosive problem 
been solved? 
“ No! 
There 
has 
been 
progress.” says Richard A. 
Givens, New York regional 
director of the Federal Trade 
Commission. But: 
The disadvantaged, who are 
hit worse by fraud, tend to 
complain the least; 
It’s expensive to pursue the 
crooks, particularly small fly- 
by-night operators who rip off 
their victims and then disap­ 
pear. 
Among the deceptions are: 
— Sales of defective furniture, 
followed by failure to fix the 
products 
and 
often 
harsh 
collection actions against vic­ 
tims who don't pay. 
— Sales of defective carpet­ 
ing, followed by an “ indepen­ 
dent’’ test when the consumer 
complains, by a testing lab ac­ 
tually under control of the seller 
(a practice now involved in PTC 
action). 
— Such collection tactics as 
threatening to send the v ictim to 
jail if payment isn't made, or 
putting a “ For Sale” sign 111 
front of the lawn of a small 
homeowner. 
— Pyramid distributorship 
schemes, under which you’re 
supposed to make money by 
coaxing others to buy into the 
scheme 111 the hope that they 111

Givens. But greater use of the 
mail fraud statute is another 
solution. Most of you may not 
know that use of the mails in 
any way as part of a fraudulent 
scheme can trigger a five-year 
federal jail term. 
For instance, in one case, a 
team of salesmen told small 
homeowners 
their 
furnaces 
were about to blow up and en­ 
danger 
the 
lives of their 
children. Victims bought new 
furnaces they didn’t need in 
response to this pitch. Perhaps 
aware of the mail fraud statute, 
the firm sent no letters wha­ 
tever to the victims. They did, 
though, sell the consumers’ 
contracts to a bank which 
mailed payment books to the 
customers. This mailing was 
held to be essential to the fraud, 
because without it, the stream 
of credit necessary to the 
operation would have dried up. 
Result: jail terms for the parties 
held responsible. 
The clout of the mail fraud 
statute could be made much 
more powerful if the Consumer 
Fraud Units now working in a 
few metropolitan areas were 
extended nationwide. 
Specific 
reforms 
in 
the 
federal criminal law could be of 
enormous value present $1,000 
maximum for mail fraud. In­ 
junctions could be obtained 
against 
fraudulent 
conduct • 
without waiting for a criminal 
verdict, not now authorized by 
the mail fraud law. Coverage 
could be extended to any ins­ 
trumentality of interstate com­ 
merce as well as the mails to 
attack the expanding areas of 
computer crime. 
Fraud hurts legitimate en­ 
terprise as well as the racke­ 
teers, leads to demands for 
more drastic regulations than 
would otherwise be needed — 
and both businesses and con­ 
sumer groups 
favor 
these 
reforms. Perhaps, then, 10 
years after the Riot Commis­ 
sion, 
there will 
really 
be 
movement toward solving this 
explosive problem of hard-core 
fraud.

Welfare 
Probers 
Eye Aid 


LANSING, Mich. (A P) - 
AUy. Gen. Frank Kelley says he 
will probably request a grand 
jury to help investigate welfare 
and Medicaid fraud. 


Kelley said Tuesday he would 
decide shortly whether to seek a 
grand jury to aid the probes, 
which are focusing on welfare 
abuse in Wayne County and 
cheating of the Medicaid system 
across the state. 


But. he said. “ I don't think 
this investigation could 
be 
completed without a grand 
jury" 


He said the one-man grand 
jury is ’‘ineffective,” indicating 
he would ask Wayne County 
Circuit Court to appoint a 17- 
member grand jury to provide 
the probe with subpoena and 
immunity powers as it pursues 
the scandal. 


But. Kelley said, the first in- 
dictments in the investigation 
nia,\ be forthcoming “ within 
weeks, if not days,” and said the 
crackdown does not depend on a 
grand jury to take initial ac­ 
tions. 


"We are rapidly approaching 
that point in our investigation 
where we need such powers 
(grand jury powers),’’ said 
Kelley. 


The attorney general met with 
Gov. William Milliken. Social 
Services 
Director 
John 
T. 
Dempsey and various aides to 
discuss progress in the inves­ 
tigations. 


Both Milliken and Kelley said 
a decision on whether to seek a 
grand jury would be made 
within days. 


Kelley said he has 15 lawyers 
and as many investigators 
working on the welfare fraud 
and Medicaid abuse probes. He 
said “ several dozen" people are 
currently under investigation. 


Dempsey asked Kelley to 
request a grand jury investiga­ 
tion in November, after reports 
of 
mismanagement 
in 
the 
Wayne County welfare system 
and wide abuse in the program. 


Dempsey also spelled out 
other actions to crack down on 
welfare abuse and improvement 
management, including more 
state funds arid a speedup in the 
Wayne County reorganization 
plan. 


Dempsey at that time gave 
himself nine months to achieve 
"significant progress."
